INDIAN ORCHARD -— To

This honorable dis- 
tinction was entirely deserving 
and justified according to Wen- 
dy’s sister Amy. “The veracity 
of this honor being completely 
deserving comes firsthand as 
Wendy happens to be my twin 
sister. While I want to bring at- 
tention to the worthy honor that 
was bestowed to my sister and 
brother-in-law, Adam, and Wen- 
dy’s plight of increasing aware- 
ness of the foster system and the 
tremendous need that exists is 
far more critical. Their story so 
easily could be your story. More

This chance 
meeting caused Wendy to be- 
gin to ask all the questions that 
she had pondered in her mind 
and her heart for so long. Wen- 
dy wanted to learn if her fears 
were valid or not. The more she 
asked, the more she learned. She 
learned that some of her fears 
were in fact part of the pro- 
cess, but, more importantly, she 
learned that many of the fears 
she had held were not true.

Baker-Polito 
Aaministration 
initiates transition to 
third phase of four- 
phase approach 


Consistent with public 
health data and trends, Phase 
Ill of Reopening Massachu- 
setts began on July 6 

The Baker-Polito Adminis- 
tration on July 2nd announced 
that on July 6th, Phase III of 
the Commonwealth’s reopen- 
ing plan will begin and up- 
dates on gatherings will be in 
effect. For the City of Boston, 
Phase III and the gatherings 
order will take effect on Mon- 
day, July 13th. 

The Department of Public 
Health (DPH) also issued up- 
dated guidance to mitigate the 
spread of COVID-19. 

Step One of Phase ITI: 

On May 18, the adminis- 
tration released a four-phased 
plan to reopen the economy 
based on public health data, 
spending at least three weeks 
in each phase. Key public 
health data, such as new cas- 
es and hospitalizations, have 
been closely monitored and 
has seen a decline allowing for 
Phase III to begin on July 6th. 
Phase HI will begin on July 
13th in Boston. 


The public health dash- 
board designating the progress 
of key COVID-19 data metrics 
has been updated to reflect the 
number of COVID-19 patients 
in Massachusetts hospitals to 
green, indicating a _ positive 
trend. 

Since mid-April, — the 
7-day average for the positive 
COVID-19 test rate is down 94 
percent, the 3-day average of 
hospitalized patients is down 
79 percent and the number of 
hospitals in surge 1s down 86 
percent. 

More than 1,000,000 total 
COVID-19 tests have been ad- 
ministered, and testing contin- 
ues throughout the state. 

The following businesses 
will be eligible to reopen in 
Step One of Phase III, subject 
to industry-specific rules con- 
cerning capacity and opera- 
tions: 

Movie theaters and outdoor 
performance venues; 

Museums, cultural and his- 
torical sites; 

Fitness centers and health 
clubs; 

Certain indoor recreation- 
al activities with low potential 
for contact; 

Professional sports teams, 
under the authority of league- 
wide rules, may hold games

Road restoration project at White Street and Dwight Road 


Final phase of repairs 
and street paving 
anticipated to begin 
on July & 


SPRINGFIELD — On behalf 
of the Springfield Water and Sew- 
er Commission (Commission), 
Ludlow Construction Co, Inc. and 
Palmer Paving will be completing 
road restoration and paving as the 
final phase of an ongoing water and 
sewer pipe improvement project.

The intention of these grants is to cov- 
er non-salary, unanticipated expenses that 
the pandemic placed on businesses that 
are in the process of re-opening. 

“Just yesterday (July 5"), we sent out 
over 350 letters to the small businesses 
in Indian Orchard,” said Govan. “If 300 
businesses apply for $20,000, it won’t go 
a long way necessarily.

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Baker-Polito Administration 
announces $20 million in rental 
and mortgage assistance 


BOSTON — On June 30th, the Bak- 
er-Polito Administration announced 
a new $20 million, statewide fund to 
assist low-income households facing 
difficulty making rent and mortgage 
payments. The Emergency Rental and 
Mortgage Assistance (ERMA) program 
will provide direct funding to eligible 
households who have suffered financial 
hardship during the State of Emergen- 
cy put in place to combat the spread of 
COVID-19. 

ERMA will expand eligibility for 
rental and mortgage assistance to more 
low-income households who have been 
impacted by the crisis by adjusting the 
income threshold beyond the state’s 
traditional Residential Assistance for 
Families in Transition (RAFT) pro- 
gram. This includes households within 
the 50-80% range of Area Median In- 
come (AMI). Like the RAFT program, 
ERMA will provide up to $4,000 for 
eligible households to pay rent or mort- 
gage payments in arrears going back to 
payments due April 1, 2020. Beginning 
July 1, applicants can reach out to the 
eleven agencies that administer RAFT 
on the state’s behalf, this includes the 
nine Housing Consumer Education 
Centers, as well as LHAND and the 
Central Massachusetts Housing Alli- 
ance. 

Funding for the new program in- 
cludes $10 million from the supple- 
mental CDBG _ Coronavirus (CD- 
BG-CV) fund, part of the Coronavirus 
Aid, Relief, and Economic Security 
Act (CARES Act), in addition to oth- 
er federal resources. This new funding 
will serve twice as many households as 
the traditional RAFT program by great- 
ly expanding eligibility to families who 
would otherwise not qualify for RAFT. 
This new emergency program builds on 
the Administration’s work to stabilize 
families during this uncertain time. In 
March, Governor Baker announced a 


$5 million expansion of RAFT. 

Since the beginning of the State of 
Emergency, the Administration has 
supported housing stability for house- 
holds across the Commonwealth. The 
Department of Housing and Commu- 
nity Development (DHCD) has drafted 
emergency regulations to protect ten- 
ants under the eviction and foreclosure 
moratorium, supported our state-aided 
public housing and affordable housing 
operators with guidance, and worked 
with stakeholders across the state to co- 
ordinate resources. Additional resourc- 
es and information can be found on 
the department’s COVID-19 Resource 
Page. 

DHCD has received more than $160 
million in federal funding through 
the CARES Act, including more than 
$20 million which has been distrib- 
uted to Community Action Agencies 
for anti-poverty work, and is prepar- 
ing to allocate additional funding for 
shelter providers and municipalities. 
DHCD is also working with CHAPA 
and Mass Housing Partnership to track 
local emergency rental assistance pro- 
grams and other resources available to 
those affected by the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

Last week, the Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration unveiled a COVID-19 
economic recovery package to re- 
spond to challenges brought on by 
the COVID-19 pandemic. The $275 
million package, designed to promote 
equity across the Commonwealth, pro- 
poses $40 million for neighborhood 
stabilization to bring safe, affordable 
housing units back on the market, $10 
million for sustainable, climate resil- 
ient affordable housing, and includes 
the language of An Act to Promote 
Housing Choices, the Administration’s 
bill to advance new housing production 
in Massachusetts by reforming zoning 
laws.

Was it something 
that was said? 


ore often than 
not, normal 
conversations 


are back-and-forth dis- 
cussions. The dialogue 
is often productive and 
meaningful. In lonely 
contrast, a monologue 
is usually described as a 
single statement spoken 
by one person. 

Apparently spoken 
words can actually en- 
hance different situations and there’s no two 
ways about it. 

Perhaps you’ve heard the expression, “A 
one way conversation is for the birds.” True. 
It’s hard to listen for an answer when talking 
to birds, or talking to yourself. Yet, I must 
admit, that the only bird that I’ve heard talk 
was in my earliest years on Planet Earth. The 
wordy birdy was Pete, our blue and yellow 
parakeet. And, the extent of his repeated vo- 
cabulary was “pretty boy.” 

However, in our cozy, little corner of 
the world, the conversations are still con- 
tinuing about and with our home’s en- 
trance-light-nested, parenting barn swallows. 
Their lifestyles are domestically and aero- 
nautically impressive. During the day they 
swoop and scoop for insects from God’s 
nourishing ground. At night they settle over 
newly-hatched nestlings for a summer time 
snooze. 

The stop and chat conversations, from 
Barn Swallow parents to persons, is still on- 
going! So, whenever we go outside to the car, 
there’s a protocol. 

Tap. Tap.We rap on our inside door be- 
fore leaving to warn them, so that the little 
nestlings aren’t startled. Then the parents 
dart from their nest. As we walk toward the 
car, they soar in overhead flight patterns, per- 
forming and showing off their soaring skills 
with wide-spread wings they flaunt their 
forked tails. After zooming in for a touch- 
down landing on our white- globe lawn lan- 
tern, they perch only feet from us, looking in 
our direction, they wait with un-baited breath 
for our greetings. 

“WELL, HELLO! How’s your day going?” 

Each barn swallow stands on_ spindle 
legs, with titled heads — as if attentive to 
our cheerful, soft- spoken words. As our con- 
versation ensues, they reply by fluffing their 
feathers. When our bird-to-human dialogue 
is over, after getting into our car and looking 
back — they are still there watching our ev- 
ery move. 

Also, other home-turf conversations are 
said to be beneficial. In fact, since the mid 
1800s there’s a theory that talking to plants 
is one of the ways to help them grow. (Now 
that’s a down-to-earth monologue for sure. 
Yes. I’ve certainly had words with outdoor 
plants, mainly asking, “Please grow enough 
to crowd out the weeds.’) 

Other times I’ve conversed well by whis- 
pering sweet somethings to my indoor plants. 
“Goodness! You look a little dry today!” So, 
I gushed water over them. (Although I talked 
often to my house plants, it remains a mys- 
tery why most of them went to “plant heav- 
en. 

Whether it’s those earlier talks to plants 
— or if it’s these recent chats with barn swal- 
lows, (even if one-way conversations) — do 
you suppose it was because of something that 
was said?

calls off 2020 
season

EASTHAMPTON — While 
some leagues are looking to start 
up play in Phase 3, one league 
will not be anymore. 

The Quabbin Valley Over- 
30 Baseball League announced 
over the weekend that despite 
being scheduled to begin an 
eight-week season on July 12, 
the league was closing for at 
least the 2020 season. 

The league has _historical- 
ly had six teams made up of 
14-player rosters. The league re- 
cently changed its rules to allow 
players who are 28 and over, 
with the caveat that you must 
over 30 to pitch in the league. 

There is a portion of the 
league’s players that 45 or older, 
and that had led some players to 
decline to play due to concerns 
over the coronavirus pandem- 
ic. Other players who opted out 
of the season for various rea- 
sons, including having pregnant 
wives, or other personal situa- 
tions that dictated they not play 
this season. 

When those tallies were tak- 
en, Quabbin League President 
Eric Castonguay posted on the 
league website that the league 
was set to begin the season with 
just five of its normal six teams. 

“We were going to have 
five teams and just have each 
team take a bye week,’ said 
Castonguay. 

The league even began 
opening registration back up 
and collecting league fees be- 
fore it had to shut it back down. 

Castonguay said two more 
of the teams informed the 
league four days after registra- 
tion had re-opened that it would 
not have enough players to field 
teams. Signups were not full 
enough in order to be able to 
backfill the other teams or even 
make four teams, prompting the 
league to post this message to 
its players and prospective play- 
ers on Sunday morning. 

“Registration for the Quab- 
bin Valley Baseball League is 
closed until the 2021 Season. 
Due to the COVID-19 outbreak, 
the league has been compelled 
to cancel the 2020 season en- 
tirely. We would expect and 
hope that the 2021 season 
would revert to our normal for- 
mat, with at least 6 teams in a 
full season starting at the end of 
April. As to 2020 league fees, 
unless any players wish to have 
a refund, fees will be credited to 
the 2021 season.”

Distancing,

REGION — For Western 
and Central Massachusetts, the 
return of recreational and or- 
ganized sports has been long 
awaited, but it is not clear just 
how much of a return to action 
there will be.

The face covering rule is 
modified slightly. 

If possible, those working 
out should wear a face mask. 
However, if the strenuous ac- 
tivity a participant is doing re- 
quires them to take the mask 
off, they must remain 14 feet 
away from others. When wear- 
ing a face mask, normal six 
feet social distancing is ad- 
vised. 

“Circuit training,’ the use 
of multiple machines, is dis- 
couraged and should be limit- 
ed. Customers should be trying 
to use just one piece of equip- 
ment at a time. 

For those who are into 
classes such as spinning, yoga, 
or Zumba, gyms are allowed to 
have them, but are still encour- 
aging classes to be held out- 
doors whenever possible. 

Gyms are only allowed to 
utilize 40 percent of its occu- 
pancy on record. There must 
be signage and other visual

BOSTON - The Massachu- 
setts Registry of Motor Vehicles 
(RMV) continues to encourage 
all eligible customers to renew 
their standard Massachusetts 
driver’s license or Massachusetts 
ID card online at Mass.Gov/RMV 
any time between now and Au- 
gust 12, 2020, in order to qualify 
for a free upgrade to a REAL ID 
credential in 2021. This one-time, 
time limited offer is available to 
most customers who have an ex- 
pired or expiring license or ID 
card dated between June 30, 2018 
and August 2021, as customers 
are eligible to renew up to a year 
in advance of the expiration date 
printed on their license or ID, or 


up to two years after their expira- 
tion. 

Since the RMV launched this 
promotional opportunity on June 
12th, over 21,300 Massachusetts’ 
driver’s licenses or ID’s have 
been renewed online, compared 
to just 9,200 over the same time 
period in 2019. 

“The RMV is encouraging

HOLYOKE — July 1, 2020- A
